Yet so far as information here 
goes they can still get away if they like 
hy retreating iu a northeasterly direction 
to Ludybrand. 


To Clone Door of Enenpe. 


The imnipdiule object of Handle and 


the other generals will be, no doubt, to 
try to close this door of escape, but it is 
a question whether they will bu iu time. 
That Roberts is spreading his net is now 
very clear, but the Boers may already 
liave perceived what is going on, and as 
u general rule in vain is the net spread in 
the sight of any Boer. 


A rough estimate of the British forces 


operating would be as follows: Brabant, 
U.OOO combatants: Rundle, 8,000; at We- 
pener, 1,000: Pole-Care w, 7,000; French, 
2,500; Hamilton, 6,000: Colville's Ninth 
division, 7,000; -Seventh division, 2,500; 
total, about 40,000. 
Heavy deductions 


have been made, and the total force is 
likely to be over rather than under the 
figure given. With it are about 150 guns. 


The Boer strength is not accurately 


known; but, according to Boer accounts, 
there are 10,OW men with Commandant 
Olivier in the southern part of the Free 
State. Probably from 10,000 to 15,000 
are between Thabn X'Chu and Lady- 
brand. The rest of the Boer army in the 
Free State is south of Briindfort and can 
scarcely move south without running the 
risk of attack by the Sixth or the other 
half of the Seventh division. 


Situation In Muleklnr. 


The Daily Mail publishes this dispatch, 


dated April 9, from its special corre- 
spondent at Mafcking, Lady Sarah Wil- 
on: 
"Our bread is now made entirely of 


oats. It is full of husks and causes a 
good deal of illness. 


"There are many cases of nervous pros- 


tration among the garrison, as well as 
malarial and typhoid fevers. 


"News arrived today reporting the 


check to the relieving column. This is a 
terrible disappointment, as months ago 
some of our people ordered carriages to 
drive south. 


•'Last Friday 33 Fingoes and Barn- 


longs went out to recover cattle which 
had been looted by the Boers and were 
betrayed by unfriendly natives to the en- 
emy, who surrounded them while asleep 
in large numbers and shot them all, giv- 
ing no quarter. 


"A one pounder Maxim was also turn- 


ed on them at short range. 


''Only one escaped to tell the tale. 
''The natives are now mad for revenge, 


and it will be very difficult to control 
them. 


"On Saturday twenty 100 pound shells 


were fired into the town and almost us 
many today. 
Quick firers are heavily 


bombarding the native stndt. 


"The siege has now lasted 178 days. 
"Casualties among the combatants to 


the end of March were 3G8 killed uud 
wounded."

How MU American Man-of-war, tiiv £u- 


terprUe. Slaughtered th» liluodtlilnty ! 
Black Klajc* aud Rescued the SpaiiUb 
Gunboat Toridor. 
i 


In the beginning of the present century , 


the gulf of Mexico Mvaruuxl with pirates, 
preying on the commerce of ever)- nation. 
In IS-H an English brig from Jamaica, 
bound home, was taken off Cape »t. An- ! 
toinc, her crew massacred aud the vessel j 


on the coast of Cuba. Her cargo 


valued at over $200,000. The British 


government started an investigation, and 
it was found to be the work of a Spanish 
lri&h:nan named Cain, who had a fast top- 
sail schooner called tho Ksmeralda, with a 
crew of 201) men of all nationalities. It 
was also found that in disposing of the 
plunder a Spanish coastguard vessel had 
conveyed most, of it to Havana for s»le 
and that many Spanish officials were in- 
terested in the affair, getting a share of 
the plunder. 


The British government went for the 


Spaniards in a vigorous manner, demand- 
ing Indemnity for the past and security 
for the future. The Spaniards yielded and 
agreed to equip a force to cruise on the 
&outh coast and search the keys for ma- 
rauders. A fast" sailing brig of war, El 
Toridor, carrying ten guns, was put in 
commission under Captain Hernaui. At 
this time the United States had a fleet of 
small vessels doine police duty in the gulf, 
one of which, the Enterprise, commanded 
by Lieutenant White, had captured several 
pirate craft and cut up their crews. It 
was on the same station as the Toridor, 
and Lieutenant White arranged with Cap- 
tain Hernani to co-operate with him and 
if in want of assistance at night to show a 
light at the mainmast head as a wgnal. 


Information had come to the Spanish 


captain that a consort of the Ksmeralda, a 
fast sailing schooner called the Bonita, 
commanded by a negro named Pinto, 
would try and get into the Largo key at 
night. She had been on a (jruiso away 
south and was reported full of plunder. 
The negro captain was a bloodthirsty ruf- 
fian, about 50, and was badly wanted by 
the Spanish authorities, as he had mur- 
dered a brother of Captain General Galviz 
in.one of his raids ashore. So the Toridor 
lay out about three miles away from the 
pass between the isle of Pines and Cayo 
Largo. 
On the night of Aug. 10, 1823, 


the man at tho wheel was the only one on 
the alert. Suddenly from the northwest 
uame a bright flash and then the bcom of 
a gun, and a shot whistled through the 
rigging, and then a cry from the helms- 
man: "Ahoy, there! Here's two boats 
alongside!" 


In those days mnskets were kept in 


racks under the break of the poop over- 
head, covered with tarpaulin, and the 
boarding pikes were lashed to tho main 
boom. To these the startled crew rushed, 
and the sides were alive with men coming 
aboard yelling, "Kill, kill!" There is no 
want of courage among Spaniards, and 
the crew fought desperately. Tho captain 
was on deck and at once sent a man to the 
masthead to light the signal lantern, and 
with his officers and marines pitched in, 
bat tho shore party had got first blood, 
and they fought like tigers, while the 
heavy shots frpm a big schooner not over 
3UO yards away came fast. The Toridors 
retreated to the quarterdeck and, encour- 
aged by their officers, made a desperato 
fight, but it was evidently a losing game. 
The schooner had her sweeps out and in a 
few minutes would board the brig with a 
crowd of fresh assailants. 


Fortunately the Enterprise was not more 


than 13 miles away, in the southwest. The 
\vntcli had been changed, and the new 
lookout had just gone aloft when he called 
out: ''Deck ahoy! There goes a gun right 
nor'east off the starboard bow." 


In a minute all was in commotion. One 


of the officers sprang into the rigging with 
anight glass and hailed. " There ic goes 
again! I hear the booin!" 


The commander was on deck. "Thank 


fortune, here comes the wind from the 
west. Make all sail, Mr. Hamilton. \Ve'll 
run down and see what it is. That's a 
hcjivy gun. 
The Toridor ha=; only l.S 


pounders. They would not make a flash 
like that. Beat to quarters, and cast off 
the starboard battery. Rnm in a round 
shot over grape!" 


The breeze had freshened, and the En- 


terprise fairly walked. The flash of guns 
w.is now seen from the deck, ;mdlhe look- 
out hailed that he saw a masthead light. 


A tropic dawn is something to remem- 


ber., Long liefore the s>un rises there coiuos 
a*beautifnl rosy light, making the sea a 
sheet of gold, and thus everything t\ as 
made plain to the Enterprise and her cre\\. 
The Spanish brig was enveloped in smoke, 
and tho noise of the conflict was plainly 
heard. Tho qchooncr was sweeping up to 
board her deck, alive with men. 


The American was 200 yards away, 


right across her bows, and then came the 
order, "Give her two divisions—rake hor 
foru and aft." 


The effect was tremendous. A chorr.s 


of yells and screams from the pirate and 
down came her foremast and iuaintop-r,;v.-.t. 
"Give it to 'em again," and her decks 
wero clear. Backing her mainsail, in u 
minute more the bowsprit of the E rstc'r- 
prisc was forking over the bow of tho 
Toridor and the cry was,'' Boarders away''' 
The man-o'-\var's men made short work 
of the pirates in the waist, and, all escap- 
ing, got into their boats and pulled lor 
shoro. Priming a carronade with a pistol 
cartridge, the Yankee sailors discharged 
it, cutting one boat in two, and in a mo- 
ment tho water was alive with sharks 
taking care of tho crew. 


The schooner was at once boarded by 


three boat cxews. The decks wore descrt- 
td, but all at once there came a deadly 
volley of imvketry from the cabin, killing 
three men, and then a rush, headed by 
Pinto, a tall, grizzled negro, powerfully 
built. 
He shot Lieutenant Hamilton 


through tho Ixxly and was attacked by tho 
wardroom steward of the Enterprise, n 
giant mulatto from Baltimore. lie, too, 
got a bullet, but struck Pinto's righi nrni 
off with a cutlass stroke, and the villain 
was taken alive, the only survivor of his 
crew. 


In the waist of tho Toridor lay 62 dead 


men, over 40 being of her crew, and Cap- 
tain Hernani admitted that in an hour 
more the pirates would have owned his 
brig.—Philadelphia Times,

ALWAYS READY FOR WAR. 


England's Rapidity In Preparing; For Of- 


fensive or Defensive Action. 


It can no longer be said that Great Brit- 


ain is unprotected. The coast defenses 
were never more complete or efficient. 
Right around our shores stretch these many 
defenses, not isolated and therefore of lit- 
tle account, but forming a linked protec- 
.tion, with the telegraph or telephone at 
hand to respond at naval headquarters in 
London to the slightest •warning, and from 
Whitehall there branch off private wires 
to the great arsenals of Portsmouth, Dev- 
onport, Chatham and Sheerness. 


A few words from any point on the 


coast, be it an isolated coastguard station 
or a lonely guardship, may in an hour or 
two have led to orders of national import 
being flashed over sleeping towns and vil- 
lages to tho naval commander-in-chief at 
the coast, and before the outside world 
knows of impending danger all the ma- 
chinery of defense will lie in readiness for 
an emergency. That this is no exaggera- 
tion those may judge who remember the 
hasty commissioning of the particular 
service squadron in January, 1890, wlien 
the German emperor's ill judged telegram 
to President Kruger set England ablaze 
with anger. 


Before even The Times announced the 


decision of the government to form this 
new squadron, ''to do anything'and go 
anywhere," jis Mr. Goschen explained, the 
telegraph instruments at Whitehall had 
been vigorously ticking, and, unknown to 
the public, the admirals at Chatham, 
Portsmouth and Devonport had had their 
orders. By the time the world was awake 
the preparations for commissioning the 
ships had commenced, and in a, few days 
a squadron of powerful modern vessels 
was fitted out and ready for any task 
When the necessity arises, no less prompt 
ly will the machinery of defense be agair 
put to the test, possibly on a more estei: 
sive scale.—Chambers' Journal.

For perfect boiled water you need a per- 


•• fectly clear receptacle. Glass is the best.

It you have a two quart bottle, fill it two- 
thirds full and cork ic. Then heat it in 
water, of course, until the water within it 
is boiled and stand aside uncorked to cool. 


So far this is very simple. The water 


within tho bottle is pure; but, oh, how 
flat and tasteless, how unsatisfying!

Boiled water is flat be- 
cause the air is forced out of it, and in all 
moving water air is very largely present. 


•But if you let the air in you fill it up 


with germs again," objected one woman 
when this recipe was given her. 


Quite true, you do, but consider. The 


air you introduce into the water is the Air 
you are introducing into your lungs, your 
blood, every nook and cranny of your be- 
ing at every breath. Air, outdoor air, ex- 
cept; in very rare cases, is health giving 
more than it can be harmful, and it you 
wish sweet, sparkling, thirst quenching 
water to drink at your meals, you must 
take the trouble to make it, just as the 
bread and the meats aro regularly pre- 
pared. 


That is recipe No. 1, the best and sim- 


plest—bull the water in u corked bottle 
two-thirds full and thcu admitting air 
shake several times. 


In cases where a large quantity of water 


is needed the bottle recipe is too limited 
und another way is advised. Take a new 
tin pail or one of granite ware and fill 
with water. Boil it at a time when there 
is nothing else cooking in tho kitchen, 
That is an absolute essential to the success 
of the operation. If you boil drinking wa- 
ter oil Monday while the odor of suds is in 
tlu> uir, do not be surprised at a horrid 
.soapy taste in your water at the table 
That greasy quality so often found in 
boiled water is simply the proof that it 
was boiled when the doughnuts wero be- 
ing made or the stiusugo fried. Water is * 
veritable sponge iu an inverted sense; it 
sucks up the surrounding trtmosphero aa 
docs the sponge water that comes within 
its reach. So it is that if you wish taste- 
less water you must boil it when there is 
no taste in the air, so to &peak. Again, 
the a,iring process must be gone through 
to make the water perfect, but as it iiai 
been boiled Qjid cooled in the air, this wa- 
ter will not need to be shaken so much as 
does that cooked in the closed bottlo. In 
this feature of this process it is simpler 
than the other method, but remember it 
.takes the kitchen all to itself for tho boil- 
ing—no scrubbing or sweeping or cooking 
of. any kind and u well aired room are its 
requirements. 


In speaking of water and its absorbent 


qualities it is in order to mention u fact 
that is too often utterly overlooked. It ii 
that water that has blood overnight is &el- 
doiu fit to drink, and that if it has been 
standing in a sleeping room it is positively 
bad, filled with the exhalations of the 
sleepers. It is in this quality a real disin- 
fectant. If in case of illness, water is stood 
iu a room aud constantly changed, many 
of the disease germs are absorbed by it 
and thus got rid of. 


Simple (is this question it, it shows most 


plainly in the fact that difficulty is experi- 
enced in handling it that tliuru is a right 
and a wrong way of doing everything. 
The right way to boil water has been ex- 
plained, and if tho receipts are enforced 
by the individual interest of the mistress 
of the house success must be tho result. 
Boil all drinking water. It is a little 
trouble, but not a hundrdth part to hard 
as to nurse your husband through nn ill- 
ness or to 1)0 ill yourself. It is a big sav- 
ing of time in the end.—Philadelphia 
Times.

"When you say 'Hello!' to 'central' did 


yoti know that you talk over 2,900 feet, or 
one half mile, of copper ^i*'6 before the 
sound of your voice is transmitted troiii 
the telephone bosfr" asked the superin- 
tendent of the Missouri and Kansas Telo- 
phone company of a reporter' for The 
Times recently. It is a fact that in each 
telephone there is 2,90tl feet of. lino wire. 
You see, the phone is composed of three 
parts. 
"First the ringing apparatus, then the 


transmitter and last the car trumpet: or 
receiver. In the first are two small cords 
about the size of a Xo. 40 spool of thread 
immediately behind the bells, each con- 
taining 500 feet, and iu tho magneto or 
ringing machine is another cell, contain- 
ing 1,800 feet, making in all 9,200 feet 
In the second part is a coil of the same size 
of wire, No. 80, about the size of No. 60 
thread, which contains 500 feet. 
In the 


receiver is 200 feet more, making in all 
2,900 feet. 


"Iu tho telephone exchange we have 


8,800 instruments. With 8,900 feet in each 
tho total would make 9,570,000 feet of 
very fine wire in use in the' telephones o( 
the city alone. Figuring 5,280 feet to tho 
mile, it would make slightly over.'181 
miles of wire as fine as a thread. 


"This wire is insulated or shielded witli 


two thicknesses of extremely fine silk 
thread and is an item of considerable ex- 
pense, as tho spools or coils are easily 
burned out. There ia an eqiuil amount of 
wire contained in coila back of the switch- 
board at 'central' which makes 852 miles,' 
or enough to reach from here to St. Louist 
with a good many milca to spare."—Kan- 
sas City Times.

The causes of this disease 
have been so imperfectly understood that 
any effort at prevention was worse than 
useless. A French scientist claims to have 
discovered cancer genus in vrood and that 
artisans who work in wood ore much more 
subject to this disease, all things consid- 
ered, than those who handle most other 
materials. Having once started on this 
line of research, ho found cancer germs in 
wood and 'vegetation of various kinds. 
Elm and willow trees showed a greater 
proportion of theso germs than other 
woods. In high altitudes or where tree* 
aro not common very few cancer germa 
wero found. Frsm all of which it appears 
that wo may bo at last on tho highroad to 
some reliable and conclusive knowledge 
upon a subject which has baffled the skill 
of inediMl scientists for many years.— 
New York Lodger.

It is very easy to learn to 
recognize veal at just the right ago and in 
tho proper condition. 
One or two careful 


inspections and comparisons with that 
which is undesirable fixes the matter Iu 
the mind. Surely it is worth while for ev- 
ery housekeeper to learn this simple les- 
son, the starting point of so many delight- 
ful dishes. 
Not to-learn it simply means

Preparing Gold Powder. 


Finely powdered gold may be prepared 


by a most simple process. Fill a small, 
nnglazed, earthenware bowl with common 
kitchen salt, cover it and espcse it for 
some hours to heat. The stove oven is n 
good place for it. When the water has all 
been dried out, put equal quantities of 
this salt powder and .honey on a glass 
grinding plato and nils in with it tho nec- 
fassary quantity of gold leaf. Grind this 
up very gently, being careful not to press 
hurcl on tlie muss. The salt acts as a dis- 
integrator, and the honey is used because 
It will not dissolve the salt. When the 
gold is reduced to the finest possible pow- 
der it must bo thoroughly and carefully 
washed with an abundance of pure water 
to remove tho salt and honey.—New York 
Ledger.
